ET T9955; It hath not bin conlide- 
red according to the 
worthineſſe of the merit of his alliance and amitie: 
but in the preſent ſtare of your affaires, his Maie- 
ſtie will nor ceaſe to witneſle vato you, that he hath 
no leſſe care thereof,then of che peace and tranqui- 
litie of his owne Kingdome. 

We will therefore proceede to exhort you, to 
continue ſtedfaſt in the vnion of your Prouinces,as 


the principall foundation of your eſtate, and to be 
A 2 caretull, 
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carefull, that cae changing of Magiſtrates and 
Counſellors, which hath bin made in divers of your 
Townes, doe not brecde enmitics and cilſentions 
among yuur Ciizens, inftead of cealing them ; for 
thar, ali mutations and changes of Magiftrates, 
Lawes,and policies are dangerous to publique go- 
vernements , it they be not made vpon-great ne- 
cellity, and fo profitable tor the Commons, thar 
no man ma” haue cauſeto diſlike them: Theretore 
it is requilire tor you-to take order, that the Magi- 
ſtrates, by their good and tuſt proceedings and be- 
hauiours, may obtaine and deſerue the good-will 
of che people; and {hew themſciues ſo modeſt to- 
wards them that are diſmiſſed, that the inconſtant 
multicude may haue no occafion to repine at ſuch 
alteration'z and that thoſe that haue bin depoſed 
from their charges, ſhould patiently endure and 
bearethart alteration, as being made for the com- 


-mon good of the ſtate. 


The Sinode which you haue caufed to be aflem- 
bied, puts vs in good hope thar it will be a mcanes 
to procure peace and concord touching thoſe 
points of Religion, which haue bred trouble and 
{chiſme in theſe Prouinces among you: To make ir 
eftetualland fruitfull, it is requilite that it ſhould 
be free, and ſecure for all thoſe that ſhall therein 
aſlemble togerher, and thar tne points in contro« 
verlie ſhou'd be examined and diſputed of, without 
paſhon, or tor any other contideration,then onely 


for the honour of God,and the peace of mens con- 


ſciences. 
Andcertainely, whoſocucr taketh vpon him to 
interpret 
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interpret, or attaine ynto thoſe high miſteries and 
treaſures of divine wiſedome,without great humi- 
lity and ſubmiſhon; (hall finde himlclte as tarre off 
from them, as he thinketh he approacheti ncere 
vnto them, 

We are likewiſe to tell you ſomewhat from the 
King, touching your Priſoners, and to [hew you, 
how much it concerneth the honour and reputati- 
on of your aftaires,and generally the peace of your 
Provinces, and concord among your ſubictts, to 
aamintfter vato them good and ſpeedy Iultice. 
They are accuſed of the moſt inorme and detetta- 
ble crimes that can be, as of Ircaſon againft their 
natiue Countrey,ſecret intelligence with your enc= 
mies, and for hauing expoſed your Townes vnto 
the danger of pillage,and effulion of blood. 

It they be cu!pable of theſe dilloyaltics,the King 
our Maſter giueth you counlcll-and-aduiſe to exer- 
ciſe the rigour of your Lawes againſt them. Bur as 
thoſe crimes are grieuous,and worthy of molt great 
punilhment ; ſothey haue beene reduced to cer- 
taine points, whercunto good and wiſe Princes,and 
well gouerned common-weaiths wonld not ſtretch 
them. | 
To the contrary, divers Princes haue ſhewed 
themſelue: ccady ro parc on, cuen ſuch enterpriſes 
as have bin <.5ne aguinſ heir owne perſons : and 
the freeſt Common-we iths, alwaies vſed to ſparc 
the blood of their Ci*' zens; and that 1n the greateſt 
malefaRors; it being one of the principalleſt {ignes 
of liberty and freedome, not catily or lightly to 


touch the lite of Citizens.
